Miller could not be reached this 
afternoon for a statement as to 
whether he would continue to serve 
as a Police Commissioner if he is 
superseded as president of the 
board. 

When Gov. Hyde was in St. Louis 

earlier in the week Republican lead- 
ers, including Lieutenant-Governor 
Lloyd, Chairman Clements of the 
Republican State Committee, Circuit 
Clerk Nat Goldstein and City Col- 
lector Koeln, renewed demands for 
Miller’s resiznation, or that he be 
superseded as president of the 
board. 
In political circles it was pointed 
out th..t the present arrangement of 
having Miller superseded as presi- 
dent will eliminate the Governor 
from the situation, and leave it en- 
tirely within the hands of the Police 
Board.

Twenty members of an alleged Mil- 
waukee-Kenosha liquor ring were 
sentenced yesterday in the Federal 
Court, marking the closing chapter 
of the biggest Government clean-up 
of dry law violators since the advent 
of prohibition. 

Prison sentences ranging from one 
te five years were imposed, while 


fines totaled $140,500.. This figure 
does not include a fine of $10,000, 
previously imposed on Joseph Bu- 
dar. Twelve of the defendants re- 
ceived prison terms. Eight’ es- 
caped with fines. 

The heaviest penalty was impoged 
upon Walter M. Burke, Kenosha at- 
torney, who was convicted of con- 
spiracy to bribe Bert P. Herzdg, 
former prohibition enforcement 
chief. He was sentenced to five 
years in Leavenworth and fined $14,- 
500. 

Two Years and $10,000 Fines. 

The sentences were imposed by 
Federal Judges Geiger, Anderson of 
Indianapolis and Evans of Chicago. 
Thomas A. Delaney, former prohibi- 
tion «director for Wisconsin, and Jo- 
Seph Ray, forther prohibition in- 
spector, each were sentenced to two 
years in Leavenworth and fined $10,- 
000. Both were convicted of con- 
spiracy to violate the Volstead act 
by conniving with Joseph Duden- 
hoefer Sr., and his son of the same 
name, former wholesale wine deal- 
ers, and the late Joseph Guidice, one 
time prohibition director, in the 
purchase and gale of liquor. 

While Joseph Rudenhoefer _ Sr. 
and his son escaped prison sentences, 
they were the most severely dealt | 
with in the matter of fines. Each 
was fined $20,000, or $10,000 on each | 
of two indictments, charging. con- 
spiracy to bribe and conspiracy to 
violate the Volstead law, to which 
they pleaded guilty. 

“Brains” of Ring Gets 2 Years. 

Harry Feuer, Chicago wholesale 
liquor dealer, termed by the Govern- 
ment ‘“‘the brains” of the ring, and 
Charles Grosscurth, his partner, both 
of whom had pleaded guilty to con- 
spiracy charges, were each sentenced 
to two years in Leavenworth and 
fined $10,500. 

Leniency was shown to a number | 
of defendants who had assisted the 
Government in the prosecution of 
their confederates. Joseph’ Custer, 
former internal révenue agent at Ke- 
nosha, was fined $1000 on one con- 
spiracy indictment, $2000 on  an- 
other and $1500 on a third. 

Assistant United States Dirtrict At- 
torney David Sondel informed the 
court that Custer had not asked for 
immunity although he had aided the 
Government by appearing as a wit- 
ness against Burke and Herzog, the 
latter of whom is under sentence of 
seven years in Leavenworth for ac- 
cepting $16,000 in bribes.

REFUSES TO TESTIFY 
WHILE UNDER ARREST 


Mrs. Marie Lewis Delays Inquest 
Into Shooting of Man in 
Her Home. 


~ The Coroner’s inquest into the 
death of Simon J. Wallace, shot to 
death in the home of Gregory H. 
Lewis, 4604 Olive street, was begun 
today, but was adjourned until to- 
morrow when Mrs. Marie Lewis, the 
chief witness, announced that she 
would refuse to make a statement 


so long as she should be under ar- 
rest. She said her refusal was on 
‘the advice of counsel. 

| Thereupon, Deputy Coroner Dever 
‘ordered that Mrs. Lewis and the four 
other persons held in the case should 
be held incommunicado, and with- 
out bond, until tomorrow. He indi- 
cated that he might order another 
adjournment, and a further holding 
of the witnesses tomorrow, if Mrs. 
Lewis should persist in refusing to 
testify. The Coroner has the power 
to hold witnesses indefinitely. 

The homicide squad of the Police 
Department is working upon the 
murder, which is regarded as a gang 
killing, connected possibly with some 
quarrel at a Suburban Garden gam- 
bling resort in St. Louis County, with 
which Wallace was actively con- 
nected. ° 

As was told yesterday, Mrs. Lewis’ 
first story of the killing was that 
three men broke into her house 
shortly before 6 a. m., and that after 
they drove her from her bedroom, 
she heard shots and saw two of the 
men driving away in an automobile. 
Wallace’s body, with several wounds, 
was left in the house. She said her 
husband was living at the Plaza Ho- 
tel, and that she had a divorce suit 
pending, but that he was at her house 
Wednesday night and left at 12:30 
a. m. Thursday, taking her Dodge 
coupe. 

The coupe figured in the inquest 
testimony, as a policeman who was 
in the neighborhood testified that he 
saw it being driven away from the 
premises, before he had learned that 
a shooting had occurred.

Germans, Replying to the 
Allies’ Note and Accopting| 
Exclusion From Discussion 
of Russia, Defend Treaty, 
as Being in Interest of 
Peace. 


OF NEGOTIATIONS 


Declare There Is No Further: 
Reason for German Par-’ 
ticipation With Russian 
Commission — Eager to 
Aid Other Bodies. 


By the Associated Press. 

GENOA, April 21.—The German 
reply to the allied ultimatum accepts 
the condition that the German dele- 
gates be barred from participating 
in the further discussion of the Rus- 
sian: controversy by the conference, 
the Russo-German treaty signed at 
Rapallo being allowed to stand. Ar- 
rangeménts were made to present 
the note at noon teday to Premier 
Facta of Italy, as president of the 
conference, and also as the first 
signer of the protest received by the 
Germans. 

The German note is longer than 
that from, the allies, and begins by 
acknowledging ‘‘with painful sur- 
prise” the protest received, which is 
considered -undeserved. The note 
then mepeats what Dr. Rathenau, 
German Foreign Minister, has stated 
6n several occasions—that negotia- 
tions forthe conclysion of the Rus- 
so-German treaty had begun long 
ago, were known to have been in 
progress by all. the European Gov- 
ernments, and had lately been sus- 
pended out of deference to the con- 
ference. 

“Excluded From Villa Paricy.” 

But the exclusion of Germans from 
the negotiations, held by the allies 
with the Ruséians at the Villa de 
Albertis, gave the German delega~- 
tion the impression that the allies 
were trying to conclude arrange- 
ments with the soviet Government 
without German participation, per- 
haps to Germany's detriment. 

At a certain moment, perhaps 
through misunderstanding, the Ger- 
man delegation received the impres- 
sion that the allies were.about to 
conclude an agreement . with the 
Russians, therefore the Russo-Ger- 
man negotiations were resumed, and 
resulted in the signing of the treaty 
at Rapallo on Baster Sunday. 

The German delegation believes 
that this treaty does not violate the 
spirit of the conference, and, in- 
deed, contributes to its supreme aim 
—pacification of the world and the 
reconstruction of Europe. , 

The note admits that, after the 
conclusion of this treaty, the Ger- 
man delegation has no reason to 
participate in the work of the first 
commission, dealing with Russian 
affairs, but says it will willingly par- 
ticipate in the other work of the 
same commission dealing with Euro- 
pean and German interests. 


Would Collaborate on Question. 


The text of the final clause in the 
German note reads: 

“With regard to the further treat- 
ment of.the Russian question in 
the conference, the German dele- 
gation also thinks it right that it 
should take part in the deliberations 
of the first commission on questions 
corresponding to those already set- 
tled between Germany and Russia 
only in case its collaboration be es- 
pecially asked for.” 

Foreign Minister Rathenau made 
the German note public to th# news- 
paper men today © simultaneously 
with its delivery to the conference 
officials. He declared the German 
delegation was absolutely harmoni- 
ous and he expressed high commen- 
dation for Italy and her skill as a 
mediator in averting a rupture over 
the Russo-German treaty. 

The delay in delivering the note’ 
was due chiefly to differences of 
opinion among the Germans them- 
selves as to the best attitude to take, 
some fearing the repercussion it 
might have in French quarters, as 
French delegates had kept them- 
elves severely aloof during the whole 
incident.

Money (about 
$3,600,000) for the building of a fleet 
of barges, designed to bring iron ore 
down the river to Goltra’s blast fur- 
naces at St. Louis and take back 
coal from the Illinois fields to Min- 
neapolis and St. Paul, was allocated 
by the Shipping Board to the corps 
of engineers. These boats have just 
recently been completed and are 
now tied up at St. Louis. Under the 
wartime contract, Goltra becomes the 
lessee of the fleet, with the option 
of purchase. 

Though the present War Depart- 
ment contends 
of the contract plainly shows that it 
was intended to fill a war need on 
the upper Mississippi River, the 
document is so drawn as to permit 
the fleet to be used on any part of 
the river or its tributaries. - It con- 
tains, however, what the department 
regarded as a saving clause, namely, 
that Goltra could not make a lesser 
rate than the all-rail rate without 
the permission of the Secretary of 
War. 

The existing Government water 
line, on whose success or failure de- 
pends, probably, the future of water 
transportation in this country, legal- 
ly makes a rate 20 per cent less then 
that cherged by railroads for the 
same distances. The War Depart- 
ment, under Secretary Weeks, has 
announced a policy of giving this 
line every opportunity to prove its 
worth.

ENGINEER FAVORS 
RUSSO-GERMAN TREATY 


Royal R. Keeley, Who’ Visited 
Russia, Gives Impressions in 
Talk at City Club,

Germany, in order to make the 
reparation payments demanded of 
her, must have raw materials, which 
she can.get only from Russia and, 
because of this, Germany should be 
allowed to have a treaty with Rus- 
sia, with proper supervision by other 
nations, Royal R. Keely of New 
York, an industrial engineer, de- 
clared in an address yesterday at 
the City Club. 

Keely returned to the United 
States three months ago from Rus- 
sia. He-spent several months in 
Russia during the early days of 1920, 
making investigations to determine 
how the manufacturing plants of 
Russia could be placed in operation 
ugain, as a step in the rehabilitation 
of the nation. | 

“As things are going now in Rus- | 


i sia, the nation is doomed to failure,” | 


Keely said. “This is becoming so 
apparent it {s openly talked of on 
the streets. Workmen and ,farmers, 
believing this, take the attitude that 
if there is no chance for success 
there is no use for them to work. 
“The Bolsheviki rule is killing the 
initiative of individuals and of the 
nation. Those in power, on the 
other hand, lack ability to direct | 
the people and give them definite | 
things to do and means to do them 
with. 


Factories Curtail Output. | 
“With 180,000,000 able, honest and |

the organization power of Germany, | 
or the manufacturing power of the | 
United States, the outlook ‘for Rus-| 
sia would be bright.’’ 

In telling of conditions in Russia 
as he had found them, Keely said 
a shoe factory near Petrograd, 
which, prior to the war, employed 
6000 workmen, had 4000 on the pay- 
roll at the time he was there. These 
workmen produced only 5 per cent 


the factory prior to the war. 

A ruber goods factory, where 
88,000 had been émployed, had only 
400 on the payroll. Water had froz- 
en in the pipes and bursted them, 
windows were knocked out, roofs 
were leaking and the factory gener- | 
ally was being allowed to rot away. 

As an instance of Lenine’s inabil- 
ity to grasp fundamental business | 
principles, Keely told of informing | 
the bolshevik leader of danger that 
threatened the nation unless loco- 
motives were built and kept in re- 
pair. Keely pointed out that trans- 


portation was one of the nation’s | 


principal assets. 
Lenine’s Locomotive Order. 

“Lenine then ordered that all fac- | 
tories where locomotives could be| 
built or repaired should do such | 
work,” Keely related. ‘Men in fac-| 
tories doing this work were to get | 
extra food as bonuses, and they were 
to be allowed to go out through the 
country, gathering up food from 
farms and bringing it in. 

“To begin with, the idea was pre- 
posterous, because few manufactur- 
ing plants had doors large enough to 
admit locomotives, they lacked | 
switching faciilties, pits in which 
such work is done and other neces- 
sary adjuncts. The regular locomo- 
tive places had been allowed to de- 
teriorate until not many of them 
could be used. On top of this, though, 
were excursions of the workmen out 
into the country after food, leaving 
what factories that could do the 
work idle.” 

Another inconsistency cited by 
Keely is that while work for all per- 
sons more than 18 years of age is 
compulsory, yet much of the time the 
people as a whole are unable to 
work because of illness and because 
of inconveniences in housework and 
the daily routine of living, which 
consume most of the working hours. 

“Three Things May Happen.” 

“There are three things that may 
happen now in Russia,’’ Keely con- 
tinued. “There might be a revolu- 
tion from the inside, when hunger 
strikes the Red army and Bolshevik 
officials; the powers of the Extraor- 
dinary Commission might be less- 
ened, allowing free vote, which in 
turn would bring abaut a real de- 
mocracy which could be recognized, 
or the Bolshevik might hold political 
power, which would mean stagna- 
tion.” 

Keely, during the time he was in 
Russia, spent some time in jail. He 
was sentenced on a charge of gath- 
ering information for use in America, 
the Bolsheviki believing he knew too 
much of their system of rule and its 
results. He was released at the in- 
stance of Herbert Hoover.

Young Author’s Thought 


oD Scott Fitzgerald, Writer of “The Beautiful 
and the Damned,” Thinks Young Married 
Women Largely to Blame for the “Damna- 
tion” of Their Own Lives.

When I was here a year ago 

I thought we'd seen the end 
of night life. But now it’s going on 
as it never was before prohibition. 
I’m confident that you can find any- 
thing here that you find in Paris. 
Everybody is drinking harder—that’s 
sure. Possessing liquor is a proof of 
respectability, of social position. You 
can’t go anywhere without having 
your host bring out his bottle and of- 
fer you a drink. He displays his 
liquor as he used to display his new 
car or his wife's jewels. Prohibition, 
it seems to me, is having simply a 
ruinous effect on young men.” 


“nN EW YoRK is going crazy! 


It is a young man himself who is 
speaking—no clergyman, no social 
reformer, but a “regular” young 
man. . Most of you know his name— 
F. Scott Fitzgerald, who wrote “This 
Side of Paradise,” a book that man- 
aced to be both brilliant and popular, 
when he was just out of Princeton, 
two"years ago; whose second novel, 
“The Beautiful and the Damned,” is 
néwiy published. (A reader of both 
suggests that, in view of the first tale, 
the ‘second could have been called 
consistently, “Next Stop Is Hell!” 

The frank Mr. Fitzgerald un- 
ddubtedly set the fashion of holding 
the mirror up to the flapper. Some 
of us, in two years, have grown a bit 
weary of studying her reflection.:So 
we welcome the fact that, in 
his second novel Mr. Fitzgerald turns 
his attention to other representa- 
tives of his sgeneration—to the 
“vounger marrieds,” in the locution 
of the society columns. They out- 
flap the flapper! With youth, 
heaith. beauty, love, friends, money, 
pleasure,~his Anthony and Gloria, 
typifying the prosperous, newly mar- 
ried couple in New York, are hope- 
lessly, irretrievably “damned,” brok- 
en in body and spirit: one an accom- 
plished, the other an incipient, dipso- 
maniac, before the end of the story. 


“But why?" I asked the young 
novelist, when I met him at the 
Plaza Hotel, where he and his wife 
are staying for a few days. Their 
home is in St. Paul, Minn. “In some 
ways your pair were a special case. 
But we all know scores of young 


' men and women here in New York 


who marry under the happiest aus- 
pices, and who, in a few years, man- 
age to throw away all their chances 
of lifelong happiness and security 
together. What is the matter with 
your young married couples?” 
“First of all, I think it’s the way 
everybody is drinking,” replied the 
bive-eyed, frank-faced author. His 
stories are world-weary, but he him- 
self is as clean and fresh and boyish 
as if he’d never had an idea or a 
disillusion. Then he gave the can- 
did impartial impression of New 
York life of the present quoted at 
the beginning of this interview. 
“There's the philosophy of ever 
sO many young people today,” he 
went on, thoughtfully. “They don’t 
believe in the old standards and au- 
thorities, and they're not intelligent 


‘epough, many of them, to put code 


of morals and conduct in place of 


——— 


the sanctions that have been de- 
stroyed for them. They drift.. Their 
attitude toward life might be 
summed up: “This is ALL. Then 
what does it matter? We don’t care! 
Let’s GO!” 

A little nervous movement of Mr. 
Fitzgerald's cigarette finished the 
sentence. 


The young wife in his book re- 
marks, even before entering the state 
of matrimony, that she does not 
want to have responsibility and a 
lot of children to take care of. “Evi- 
dently,”” observes her creator, with 
a nuance of sarcasm, “she did not 
doubt that on her lips all things 
were good.” So I asked him how 
far he considered the young married 
woman to blame for the “damna- 
tion” of her own life and that of 
her husband. 

“She's very largely to blame,” he 
responded promptly. “Our Ameri-| 
can women are leeches. They're an 
utterly useless fourth generation 
trading on the accomplishment of 
their pioneer great-grandmothers. 
They simply dominate the American 
man. You should see the dowagers 
trailing around this hotel with their 
dependent males! No Englishman 
would endure one-eighth of what an 
American takes from his wife. 


“I’ve often asked myself the ques- 
tion, “To what is a woman entitled | 
from life?’ The answer, obviously, | 
is, “All she can get! And when she: 
marries she gets the whole thing. | 
She makes a man love her, then) 
proceeds to hog all his emotions, to. 
get all the money out of him she can, | 
to keep him at her beck and call.,; 
She makes a monkey of him, in 
many cases, and he has to stand it 
unless he wants a continuous verbal 
battle.”

If Bunions Trouble You. 
T ine to are some conditions of 


the foot which will not respond 

to care such as bathing, massaé- 
ing and oiling. The most prevalent 
and troublesome of these is that con- 
dition of the joint of the large toe 
which is commonly known as a 
bunion. The cause of this painful 
condition of the foot is the continu- 
ous pressure, of a too short or too 
narrow shoe. if this inflammation 
is not relieved it will lead to the for- 
mation of callous flesh, and if this is 
subjected to continued pressure it | 
will cause an inflammation of the | 
little sac that covers this joint in a 
cushion-like fashion, protecting its 
delicate joint lining. 

Sometimes the inflammation is 
very slight, due to the wearing of a 
new pair of shoes, and disappears in 
a few days. In other cases there 
will be a thickening of the entire ts- | 
sue about the joint, later an enlarge- 
ment and finally a partial disloca- | 
tion due to the toe being thrown in- | 
ward and forward. This is disigur- 
ing and should be remedied before it | 
becomes chronic. 

The first step in the cure should 
be shoes of ample length and width, 
as in no case should there be the 
slightest pressure on the inflamed 
joint. Grasp the large toe and pull 
it straight out from the joint and! 
rotate it. This will relieve the ten- 
sion and if the toe is only slightly 
displaced help to replace it. It is 
well to do this exercise when the 
bunion is in its incipient stage. 

You will find that soaking the feet 
for at least 30 minutes in hot water, 
with a little borax, will reduce the 
inflammation and soften the callous 
flesh, that may then be lightly 
scraped off, but the pain is usually 
so intense that a soothing lotion is 
needed to relieve not only the pain | 
but the swelling. If the skin is not |
